Kills NLRB Rights 


CHICAGO.—United States circuit 
court appeals ruled last week 
that strikers resorting “unpro- 
voked violence” are not protected 
the National Labor Relations 
Act. 

The court issued its ruling 
petition Wilson Co. set 
aside National Labor Relations 
Board order finding Evanson 
Sons, Camden, J., soap manu- 
facturers, guilty unfair labor 
practices.

America and Reynolds Metals Co., 
the nation’s chief aluminum pro- 
ducers, the survey indicated cur- 
rent production exceeding 56,500,000 
pounds month, well ahead ad- 
vance estimates. 

Declaring that the production

Late-Model Cars Found 


DETROIT.— The changed char- 
acter automobile service was 
forcibly brought out last week 
service orders three major 
markets.
